ST. AUGUSTINE. 


y A letter from a gentleman in the Sonth to his friend 
in this city, gives the following description of the town 
and fortress of @. Augustine: Vf 

“ Ac d have just returned from St. Augustine, (on a 
jaunt of curiosity.) I presume a description of the, sit- 
uation of that place will not be uninterestin to yav. 

St. Augustine is sitaated on the Main, aly ut two 
miles within the bur, immediately opposite the inlet ; 
it is not passable for vessele‘drawing over fifteen feet 
of water. ‘The Island of Mantanzies runs nearly par- 
allel with the ocean, and forms a point of the south end 
of St. Angustine inlet. This is principally solid rock, 
composed of the concretions of shells, and Is what is 
Feenctally made use of for building in the city, and is 
hewn out in large blocks. It is betier calculated for 
the construction of fortifications than any other mate- 
rial Tam acquainted with—and, with proper cement, 
forms a solid mass of rock. 

Fort St. Marks is built ofthis tock, and presents a 
most formidable appearance upon entering the harbor. 
—It is situated on the northern extremity of the city 
of Sf. Augnstine, commanding the entrance of the har- 
hor, and is sufficiently elevated to secure the city 
from attack on that quarter.—In fhe rear of the city 
is an impenctrable morass or marsh, nearly encircling 
it; on the margin of which are erected six redoubts. 
The fort is twenty feet high and the walls twelve feet 
thick; it mounts 36 guns ; it is four square, with a 
tastion at each corner, each mounting eight twenty- 
four pounders, with a glacis encircling the work. — 

The city Contains about 500 houses, built of the kind 
of stone before described ; has a population of 5000 
souls, principally Minorcans and natives of the prov- 
ince. ‘Chere ure the remains of a convent and gov- 
ernment house ; the latter occupied by black troops. 
The Cathetic church resembles an old Gothic building. 
The city exhibits the remains of ancient splendor, but 
is now evidently going to decay. _ Yo 

The situation of the country continous is very low. 
but exceeding well adapted to the cultivation of veg- 
etables of every description in the southern country. 
The atmosphere is, perhaps, less Lumid than avy Coun- 
try | have beeen in, and ts, L conceive, better calcu- 
lated for northern constitutions than any southern sta- 
tion [ have visited. 

Fish in great abundance is to be caught in the har- 
bor, but owing to the indolence of the inhabitants, the 
market is hadiy supplied. Oranges are indigenous imthis 
section of the country, also many other delicious fruits, 

The lands on the river St. Johns are considered the 
most fertile, and most advantageously situated for 
planters ; after passing twenty miles up, it changes its 
direction, and runs paraliel with the ocean for 160 
miles. J am under the impréssion that the mouth of St. 
Johns will be particularly well calculated for commer- 
cial men, and men of enterprise, as the bar is much 
better, and after passing the bar, vessels may go one 
honcred and fifty miles without the least impediment,

While all these horrible chimeras are 
floating before the troubled vision of this 
outlawed monarch, he beholds this giant 
| dissolving away=his sceptre broken—his 
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glory trampled ‘in the dust—he himself 
‘condemned to fly from the vengeance of his 
own subjects, while Louis himself, before 
he is capable of realizing the spectacle be- 
holds the sceptre of his fathers sparkling 
in hishands. Following the natural impuls- 
es of his own heart, he begins his reign by 
invoking the tutelary angels of clemency 
and of mercy. He endeavors to bury the 
past ia oblivion and to restore harmony and 
confidence amongst all ranks and orders of 
his subjects.

No child smiles in his paternal face, and in- 
spires the hope that all this glory shall de- 
scend fn his line.—No consort soothes his 
hours of relaxation from the painful duties 
of his ofktee, by her blandishments and cares- 
ses. Invested with honorrrs, he stands a soli- 
tary individual, loaded with the double bur- 
den of royality, and of years—the connecting 
link between life and death, an occupant of 
the throne, and a candidate for the sepul- 
chre. If Divine Providence had intended 
to have produceda living instance, of the 
worthlessness of human grandeur, could a 
more awful example have been afforded than 
that of Luuis !

‘The advantage to Maine, and: the 
only one, is that of becoming a separate 
Government. Fhis assertion supposes: that 
she is how not governed by the voice of her 
people, than which nothing can be more 
false. Does she not choose her representa- . 
tives, her senators—from among her-own 
people ? Are not her judges appointed from 
amon her own people ?—and are not threc 
judges of the Supreme Court from the Dis- 
trict, while the other two are from Massa- 
chusetts 2? Will her vote or influence in Con- 
gress be effected by the proposed change ? 
But it is answered she sinks her individual- 
ity in being united with Massachusetts. She 
has no cause of complaint against Massachu- 
sctts—but having arrived to manhood, she 
burns with the love of Independence—an! 
demands her emancipation from the parent- 
al roof. And this vague discontent witit 
present good, this uncertain prospect of whas 
may follow from the chanze—ate motives. 
which prevail with the counsels of Maine to 
saddle the people of that District with treble 
the expense of the present governmend 
Persons who have cxamined the measure 
in this light, cannot believe, that the people 
of the District, as a body, that the sober yoo - 
manry of the country wish, at heart, for the 
separation.

WAR OF ELEMENTS. 

We do not recollect to have ever witnessed in one 
‘ummer so frequent a recurrence of thunder showers, 
accompanied with hail and wind. The accounts from 
a distance, of damage by lightning and hail, are 
numerous. 

At Rensaellerville, N. Y. on the 18th of June, some 
of the hail stones were as large as hen’s eggs weighing 
two ounces each. Some of them were nearly of a 
globular form, but most ef them were nearly in the 
shape of a watch, exhibiting in the centre ‘a white 
nucleus or core, and on their surface the accession of 
large rain drops congealed. Several measured six 
inches and a half in circumference. The hail hada 
slight sulphurous taste. Large though unfrequent, 
drops of rain fell, attended with a dim yellow light. 


The same evening, a severe storm passed over 
Northampton and its vicinity. The lightning struck 
in two places, but without doing essential injury. 

The same uight a dwelling house in West Spring- 
field, near the ferry, was struck and consumed with 
its contents.

On the 19th of June,a sudden and severe gale of wind 
raged in Norfolk, Vir. for half an hour, Off the capes, 
its severity was tremendous, accompani:d by a heavy 
‘ea and succeeded by a thick fog, which compelled 
‘everal vessels coming in to port to run out again to sea.
